State’s testing program explained

In the months of March, April 
and May Alabama’s public school 
children will be involved in the 
state's testing program. Parents may 
receive test reports but not under- 
stand the information received. | 
would like to explain the types of 
tests, the purpose, and provide a way 
to interpret the results. 

First, let’s define some of the test- 
ing jargon often heard. Aptitude or 
ability refers to the ability to do 
school work. Many factors come 
into play including cultural and fam- 
ily environment, familiarity with the 
English language, the child’s health, 
and more. Aptitude/ability tests 
measure ability to do work, Achieve- 
ment refers to the level! of a student’s 
skills and knowledge in certain ar- 
eas. Therefore, aptitude/ability meas- 
ures what a child has the ability to 
do, and achievement measures what 
the child is actually doing 

Standardized tests are tests in 
which the same test is given in the 
same manner in all schools, and 
Scores are based on the average per- 
formance of children taking the test, 


usually called the “norm.” This | 


means a student’s scores can be 
compared to those of classmates and 
those of children in the same grade 
in other schools. The test helps tell 
what the child can do and is doing in 
relation to others in the same grade. 
There are two major kinds of 
tests; criterion-referenced and norm- 
referenced. The most familiar is 
called a criterion-referenced test in 
which standards are set in advance to 
measure performance. The other test 


is the norm-referenced test in which 
a student’s score is compared to the 
average score achieved by a na- 
tionwide sampling of students. Stan- 
dardized aptitude/ability and 
achievement tests are norm- 
referenced tests, and scores are given 
in relation to a national norm. The 
norm has nothing to do with passing 
or failing. It is simply a middle 
point. : 
Tests are designed to tell us how 
one student’s performance compares 
to that of others of the same age or 
grade. Tests also help identify strong 
and weak areas. However, we must 
never place too much emphasis on 
results since a variety of factors can 
have an effect on scores - how the 
Student feels on test day, the condi- 
tions of the testing room, etc. Tests 
are not perfect, and do not give us all 
the answers about the student. 

Test scores give a comparison 
and can help understand the child

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better. By checking scores from year 
to year, ability and achievement: 
scores, classroom test scores and 
progress, and by using a personal un- 
derstanding of the child, we should 
have an accurate understanding of 
the child’s ability and performance 
From this understanding, we should 
be able to detect the student’s needs 
and talents. This could help in guid 
ing the students in various ways. 

The Stanford Achievement Tes 
is given in the fourth and eighth 
grades. [t is a norm-referenced test 
and allows schools and parents to 
compare the child’s results to results 
obtained nationally and statewide. 

Perhaps the easiest method of de- 
termining how the student did on 
this test as compared to other stu- 
dents in the same grade, is to look at 
the stanine score. On the test report

There is a proposal to move the 
aviation test center from Ft. Rucker 
to Yuma Proving Grounds in Arizo- 
na. 

Also, it has been reported that the 
commission reviewing roles and 
missions of the U.S. military servic- 
es has recommended consolidating 
all helicopter training with the Army 
at Ft. Rucker. 

According to Sen. Howell He- 
flin’s office, should the aviation test 


center be moved from Ft. Rucker, it 
could cost the Wiregrass area more 
than 250 jobs. 

On Monday, Sen. Heflin and Sen. 
Richard Shelby, met with Secretary 
of the Army Togo West to voice 
their concerns about moving the test 
center to Yuma. 

The moving of the Aviation Tech- 
nical Test Center (ATTC) would not 
generate a significant savings to the 
Army. 

“Of course, the Army’s stated 
goal is to reduce the number of test 
evaluation command sites and save

money,” Sen. Heflin said.“‘But it just 
doesn’t make sense to move it be- 
cause only 2 of 97 tests performed in 
the last year by the ATTC were done 
on the range at Yuma. 

“If it is kept at Ft. Rucker they 
could use the test facilities at Eglin 
Air Force Base in nearby north Flori- 
da, which are in many ways superior 
to Yuma’s.” 

The senator continued, “If the 
center was moved to Yuma, there 
would be additional costs for build- 
ing new facilities. 

“Also, there is the relationship 
with other Army aviation research 
and development organizations al Ft. 
Rucker that do not exist at Yuma 
such as: the Aerial Medicine Re- 
search Laboratory, the Army Safety 
Center, the Army Research Institute 
and the Aviation Battle Laboratory. 

“Ft. Rucker is a large aviation 
support base that offers lower costs 
for testing and maintenance than 
there would be at Yuma.” 

Sen. Shelby said, “I do not under- 
stand why the Army would consider 
spending money to move part of the 
testing center to an area that does not 
have existing facilities and person- 
nel,” 

“Currently, over 95 percent of all 
the Army’s aviation testing is con- 
ducted at a minimal cost by an out- 
standing team of technical experts at 
Ft.

House Handily Wields Budget Ax Against Waste 


In fulfillment of the promise 
inthe “Contract with America® to cut 
spending first and reduce the federal 
budget deficit, the Republican ma 
jority House of Representatives has 
voted to slash nearly $20 billion in 
federal spending from the current 
budget.

In 1993, there were more gov- 
ernment employees than manutac- 
turing workers in America. The eco- 
nomic burden of tederal regulations 
on our state and local economies is 
currently more than $460 billion an 
nually. c 

Po top it all off, the average 
family of four, whieh paid two per 
cent of its imeome in federal taxes in 
1948. today pays 24 percent of its 
income to the federal government. 

Your children will see more 
than 50 percentot their income going 
to prop up Uncle Sam unless some 
thing is done now 

This is why the House chose 
tomake cutbacks in federal programs 
that were either mismanaged, redun- 
dant or had received large increases 
in 1995, 

Many of the cuts are painful, 
but necessary to begin the long jour- 
ney of returning our fiscal house to 
order. The House has pledged to 
balance the federal budget by the 
year 2002. We won't get there 
through hollow rhetoric or smoke- 
and-mirrors spending gimmicks. 

All worthy programs should 
continue, and IT will work to support 
them. Butthe days ofa free-spending 
“big brother” are coming to an end, 

A nation that’s broke cannot 
feed needy children, Those who op- 
pose efforts to rein in bloated federal 
spending at any cost must realize 
they are preserving our national path 
to bankruptcy.

last week. That same feeling intensifies as I begin today’s thought, but I

As we walked out the door an unu- 
sual thing happened, at least in my mind, My fellow sojourner made a con- 
cluding remark that carried the unspoken message that our conversation of 
the previous hour had been more than a friendly chat, much more. It had 
been for me also. 1 mumbled something back that I hoped would convey 
similar feelings and walked off down the sidewalk nearly moved to tears 
and, at the same time, nearly jumping up and down because someone under- 


stood, 


No doubt the calendar date had a lot to do with the intensity of the mo- 
ment. No doubt the fact that we are all drawn together by common experi- 
ence played an important tole, Nevertheless, there was something more...a 
common faith, I believe. Though this gentleman and I worship under differ- 
ent roofs in this town, we share an abiding faith in Christ. We look through 
similar eyes at the events of our lives and when those events are as signifi- 
cant as those of the 1990 flood, the effect is dramatic. 

Hear me carefully. Touting our faith is not my intent. However, touting

Maybe that’s what Paul meant when he instructed the 
Galatians, “Bear one another's burdens, and thus fulfill the law of Christ.”

The Coffee County 4H-FFA Steer 
Show followed with Thomas Cauley 
and Kevin Hobbs representing Zion 
Chapel, Upon arrival at the New Brock- 
ton Farm Center on March 4, Thomas 
and Kevin unloaded their steers and par- 
aphermalia. Then they washed and dried 
their cattle. They then sprayed show 
foam on their cattle and did any last 
minute clipping. The two students and 
their steers were fist competing in show- 
manship in which the exhibitor and steer 
are judged upon how well they work to- 
gether. The exhibitor sets the animal up 
upon stopping. This means placing each 
leg under one of the four corners of the 
animal. Then each exhibitor is judged 
on how well they can do this. In the ac- 
tual steer show, the animal is judged. 
The animals are divided into classes ac- 
cording to weight. The steer is picked 
according to how well it will do at the 
market. Kevin placed sixth in middle 
weight steers (1100-1200 pounds), 
fourth in Native steers, and fourth in 
Senior Showmanship. Thomas placed 
fourth in light weight steers (875-1075) 
pounds, fifth in Native steers, and fifth 
in Senior Showmanship.

County residents opposed to new subdivision

Several citizens of the county at- 
tended Monday’s meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission to ex- 
press their concerns about a pro- 
posed subdivision. 

Ms. Donna Tompkins, spokesper- 
son for several residents of the Al- 
pha Heights Subdivision, addressed 
the commission posing several ques- 
tions concerning the development of 
Sandy Oaks Estate. 

A preliminary platt for the new 
subdivision was submitted to the 
commission by the developer, Porter 
Lunsford, who also owns the land. 
The platt was approved by the com- 
missioners on Feb, 13, 1995, 

According to Tompkins, there are 
138 residents living in the area: locat- 
ed near Harrand Creck just outside 
the Enterprise city limits, who feel 
that their rights are being violated. 

Tompkins told commissioners 
that it is her understanding that the 
developer plans to build high vol- 
ume low cost ($60,000 to $65,000 


per unit) housing units (townhouses) 
on the 24 lots. 

She, along with others, expressed 
the following concerns: 1) whether 
or not the construction (grading and 
lot preparation) could cause more 
flooding to their property located 
along Harrand Creek; 2) increased 
traffic through their normally quite 
neighborhood; 3) the possibility of 
their property value being lowered 
by the construction (homes currently 
built in the area range from $80,000 
to $100,000); 4) impact of the con- 
struction on the wet lands in the 
area; and 5) the effect on the sewage 
system (City of Enterprise) with the 
addition of 24 housing units. 

The group has also presented 
their woes to ‘the Enterprise City 
Council, but they were told since the 
property lies outside the city limits, 
they have no jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter. 

Members of the commission lis 
tened to Tompkins’ presentation, but 
told her that their hands were tied 
since they had already approved the 
preliminary platt. 


Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel told the group that Mr. Luns 
ford had met all the requirements set 
forth by the commission to build on 
his own property, 

In response to Tompkins’ and the 
group's concerns, Commissioner 
Bernest Brooks attempted to with 
draw the county’s approval to the 
preliminary platt, but his motion 
died for the lack of a second 

Another member of the group, 
Matti Palo attempted to address the 
body, but was ruled out of order by 
the commission chairman; however, 
later, during the general business 
session, Commissioner Brooks rec- 
ognized Palo and allowed him to 
speak, 

Palo told commissioners that he, 
on behalf of the group, would like to 
ask three things of the commission: 
1) ensure that the developer has ALI 
the proper permits before beginning 
construction; 2) be sure that Harrand

_ Alabama led the nation in 1994 in 
the number of outdoor-grown mari- 
juana plants that were located and 
destroyed as a result of the Domestic 
Marijuana Eradication Program. 

Statewide the program netted 
585,150 marijuana plants with an es- 
timated street value of $1.1 billion. 

Marijuana was located in 66 
counties in Alabama. The most 
plants were found in Jefferson 
County, where 177,487 plants were 
located and destroyed. Clay County

was second with 64, 893 plants and 
Conecuh County was third with 
31,308 plants. 

Locally, in Coffee County, 5,003 
plants were located and destroyed 
making it 22nd in the state. 

The eradication effort has result- 
ed in 124 arrests.

The following is a list of the ad- 
joining counties to Coffee County 
and the number of marijuana plants 
located and destroyed in each of 
them: Covington - 9,100; Crenshaw
